LONDON, June 3.—A British subma- 
rine operating in the Sea of Marmora tor- 
pedoed and sunk a large German trans- 
port in Panderma bay, Sea of Marmora, 
yesterday morning. 

This announcement was given out offi- 
cially in London today, as having been 
received from the! vice admiral in cont- 
mand at the Dardanelles. It is said also 
that this submarine is one of several oper- 
ating in those waters. 

The transport is believed to have been 
either the steamer General, of 4,500 tons, 
formerly of the German East Africa com- 
pany, or the Corcovada, of 4,900 tons, 
which was owned by the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican steamship line. 

The General fled to Constantinople at 
the same time that the German cruisers 
Goeben and Breslau did. The Corco- 
vada was used by the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line to inaugurate a passenger serv- 
joa between the United States and Turkey 
last year. It was in the Black sea when 
the war started and took refuge in the 
Bosporus, later being transferred to the 


Turkish flag.

TOKIO, June 3.—The holding of an anti- 
government massmeeting in Tokio this 
evening resulted in serious disturbances. 
Many arrests were made, and the mani- 
festos issued by the organizers of the 


meeting were confiscated. 
Reinforcements of police were sent 
everywhere’ throughout the city. 


Reject Vote of Censure. 

The resolution introduced in the house 
of representatives yesterday by the oppo- 
sition, expressing lack of confidence in 
the present administration, was today re- 
jJecied by a vote of 133 to 232. 

Extreme disorder marked the session. 
Foreign Minister Kato defended the re- 
cent negotiations with China, K. Hara, M. 
Inuki, and H. Ogawa attacked them. The 
resolution as introduced yesterday 
charged the cabinet with having failed 
in the negotiations with China from the 
beginning, with having aroused the sus- 
pisions of foreign powers, and with hav- 
ing harmed the prestige of the empire. 


Cheers for the Premier. 

Hoots, jeers, and wordy altercations 
punctured the speeches deiivered today 
but the cheers for Premier Okuma ané 
Minister Kato smothéred the cries of the 
opposition. 

Minister Kato denied that the powers 
had urged the abandonment of the fifth 
group of Japanese demands. 

“We abandoned these in the interests 
of peace,” he said. “No power con:- 
pelled us to do so. I am convinced that 
the intellectual classes of the world will 
understand and commend the course of 


LONDON, June 4, 1:53 a. m—Two 
Welsh trawlers have been sunk by Ger- 
man submarines—the Hiorld of Cardiff 
and the Victoria of Milford. The Hiorld 
was sent to the bottom about 150 miles 
southwest of Lundy island and the Vic- 
toria 135 miles from St. Ann’s Head. 

Several men on board the Victoria were 
killed by shells from the submarine. The 
remainder of the ship’s company and 
the-crew of the Hiorld have landed at 
Milford. 

Huddlestone, a member of the crew of 
the Victoria, who was seriously injured 
said a boy of 13 who was on the bridge 
when a shell struck it was killed. Then 
the skipper came forward and was talk- 
ing to'a member of the crew when a 
shell killed both of them.. 

Huddlestone says a piece of shrapnel 
struck him on the arm and head and still 
another shell blew off the legs of the mate 
of the ship and injured two other men 
breaking both legs of one of them. 

The men then scrambled upon the raf: 
and the submarine pulled them on boa:d, 
later releasing them. 

The Norwegian steamship Cubano was 
torpedoed and sunk off the Flannan 
islands. The crew was ianded in the 
Hebrides, a group of islands off the weat 
coast of Scotland

LOCKOUT PERILS

Carpenters and Contractors 
Break on Peace Moves and 
Bitter War Impends,

Efforts to settle the strike of 16,000 car- 
penters failed yesterday. The commit- 
tee of five representing the carpenters 
refused flatly the offer of the contractors 
to compromise and left the conference. 

‘The carpenters announced that they 
would not waver from the demand for 70 
cents an hour, the elimination of the 
clause permitting the importation of ma- 
terials to Chicago, and the expiration of 
the new agreement on April 15. Thecon- 
tractors asked that the agreement expire 
May 3l—the time nearly all other build- 

ings trade agreements expire. 

The failure of the contractors and car- 
penters to settle their differences and 
reach a compromise agreement presages 
@ bitter war in the building trades. The 
contractors announced a week ago that 
they intended to fight in the event nego- 
tiations failed until there has been a 
readjustment in the wages paid building 
workmen in Chicago. 


Say Building Cost- Is Too High. 

On the other hand, representatives of 
contractors charge there is pressure from 
building owners and prospective builders 
to reduce the cost of building in Chicago. 
The owners pointed out several weeks ago 
to the contractors that the wages paid in 
the city make investment in buildings 
practically prohibitive. A 6 per cent re- 
turn on the investment is almost impos- 
sible under present wages paid in Chi . 
ihey assert. ; 

With these conditions in the city, the 
carpenter contractors feel that now Is the 
time to force a readjustment. 


_Nonunion Men to Be Utilized. 

Nonunion men will be brought in within 
# few days, it was announced, and event- 
ually the Building Construction Em- 
ployers’ association will be forced to join 
the Carpenter Contractors’ association 
and lock out all building trades in the 
city. Agreements which several of the 
trades have with the contractors give 
the trades the right to strike when non- 
union men are employed. 

With the importation of nonunion car- 
penters, these trades undoubtedly will 
strike and the Building Construction Em- 
ployers’ association will order a lockout 
end join the carpenter contractors in the 
general readjustment. ° 

The meeting of the joint arbitration 
board yesterday was the third since the 
rank and file of carpenters voted against 
the offer of 2% cents for the last eighteen 
months of a three year agreement made 
by the contractors. 


Asks About Compromise, 

At yesterday’s meeting H. B. Barnard, 
representing the five members of the 
joint arbitration board named by con- 
tractors, asked President John A. Metz 


of the Carpenters’ District council if his 


organization would agree to a compro- 
mise. 

‘We will not return to work for less 
than 70 cents,” Mr. Metz answered, and 
the other four members representing car- 
penters assented. 

The Carpenter Contractors’ association 
has decided not to pay the wages recently 
offered to the carpenters. Theold wage of 
€5 cents an hour is their best offer, now 
that the negotiations have broken off, and 
a much lower wage may result if the fight

“Our relations during the last years 
have been, and still are, friendly. The 
Surface Lines’ management wishes to 
assure you and your committee that it 
will be glad to resume negotiations with 
you at any time and place that will suit 
your convenience.”’ 

Bruce Yells Attitude. . 

The attitude of the street car employés 
was expressed by John J. Bruce, presi 
dent of the elevated employés’ local. 

“We are willing to start where we lef 
off," Mr. Bruce said, “‘and we are going 
to meet tomorrow afternoon. We would 
rather reach an agreement with the offi- 
cials Of the companies without calling in 
arbiters, and I think possibly we will. 

“Of course, we must have increased 
wages. Our men want higher wages, and 
ae Officials of the men’s organization we 
must get them better wages and better 
working conditions. Our dealings with 
President Budd have been friendly and 
I believe they will continue to be friendly. 

“ The question of arbitration is perplex- 
ing. It will be recalled that three years 
ago the South Side elevated line officials 
refused to arbitrate when the men asked 
arbitration; in fact, pleaded for arbitra- 
tion. 

‘The average wages of guards, count- 


ing in the men who work extra, is $14 
every two weeks. The extra men make 
about $1.70 a day and anold employé, who 
gets the maximum, receives an average 
of $2.40 a day. The average monthly wage 
of the guards is $45 @ month. The motor- 
men’s average wage is $95." 

President Budd has offered to adjust 
gome of the working conditions which 
has been complained against by the men 
and in the conferences it is expected some 
plan for a final adjustment will be reached 
without the necessity of a strike. 

Officials of the unions stated during the 
day also that there would be no sudden 
strike and that the public would be noti- 
fled when the men were going to quit work 
so the business of the city might not be 


paralyzed. 


Gained $1,600,000 in 1912. 

It was pointed out by the employers 
that the arbitration of 1912 which has 
caused considerable complaint oa the part 
of the employés, gave the men many con~ 
ditions which they demanded. The award 
of the arbitration committee, headed by 
Judge O. N. Carter of the Supreme court, 
gave the men increases which amount to 
$1,600,000 a year. A majority of the train- 
men received increases in wages amount- 

to 2 cents an hour. 

"aan aie of the employés received 
what is called a “ fall-back™ for meals. 
By this arrangement the time which the 
men take for their meals at the terminals 
is not taken out, but they receive the 
regular hourly wage for this time. The 
company estimates that this pay for fall- 
backs amounts to $60,000 annually. 

On the point which the men charge 
they were discriminated against—the 
operation of night cars—only 130 men 
were affected.

Polls Officials Get Sweltzer’s 
Instructions for Judl- 
clal Election.

Additional instructions to the judges 
and clerks of election were issued yester- 
day by County Clerk Robert M. Sweitzer. 
He holds that the party circle mark may 
be disregarded entirely in the counting of 
the ballots in the forthcoming judicial 
election if the voter has not voted for 
more than twenty candidates for the Cir- 
cult court. 

He specifically points out that a Social- 
ist voter may place a cross in the party 
column and then go over and vote for 
seventeen other candidates for the Cir- 
cuit bench. The Democrat may place ea 
cross in the party circle and vote for any 
other one candidate. The Republican 
can place the cross in the party circle at 
the top only, as his party has named a 
full ticket. To place a cross before any 
other name of other party candidates on 
the ballot, in addition to placing a cross 
in the Republican party circle, would in- 
validate the entire ballot. 


' Make Ballot Void. 

The county clerk calls especial attention 
of the judges and clerks to the instruction 
that no ballot must be counted for any one 
if the voter, by any method, has voted 
for more than twenty candidates for the 
Circuit court. 

In this connection another safeguard is 
suggested to the voters and that is to ig- 
nore the party circle and place crosses 
before the names of the entire twenty 
candidates for whom they desire to vote. 
In this way there is no chance to make a 
mistake. It is also suggested that candi- 
dates are not running against each other, 
but that the voter may mark for any 
twenty candidates, without regard to their 
parties or positions on the ticket. 

Acting Chairman John C. Cannon of 
the Republican committee again charged 
the Democratic managing committee with 
centering all its efforts on only three of 
the nineteen candidates for the Circuit 
bench.

M’ADOO EXPECTS 
HEAVY INCREASE 
IN INCOME TAXES 


Personal Levies Will Advance, 


While Those on Corpora- 
tons May Show Loss. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


Washington, D, C., June 3.—[Special. ]— 
Au increase of at least $15,000,000 in the 
amount of personal income tax collected 
acd a decrease relatively large in the 
amount of corporation tax is the peculiar 
anomaly indicated by early returns tothe 
income tax division of the treasury. 

It is the hope of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo that the corporation tax will 
not fall off as much as these returns indi- 
cate and that the total amount received 
f-om both sources will approximate $80,- 
,000, as against $70,000,000 last year. 

Last year the treasury was calculating 
on approximately $60,000,000 from indi- 
vidual income taxes and collected barely 
$29,000,000. The indications are that the 
collections this year will amount to $3,- 
000,000 or $45,000,000. The corporation 
tames last year were about $45,000,000. 
They may fall as low as $35,000,000 this 
year. 

The income tax, however, even if it 
reaches $80,000,000, will not put the gen- 
erai fund ina condition strong enough to 
withstand the drains upon it after July 1. 
One of the first acts of congress when it 
reassembles must be a provision for more 
revenue for the government. The present 
war tax law probably will be extended.

opinion shows that in determining whet 
are the unlawful restraints and monopo- 
Mes against which the Sherman act pro- 
tects trade, the Supreme court summa~ 
rized all its trust decisions by stating ina 
late case that “ these cages may be taken 
to have established that only such’ com- 
binations are within the act as by reason 
ef intent or the inherent nature of the 
contemplated acts, prejudice the public 
interests by unduly restricting compe- 
tition or unduly obstructing the course 
ef trade.”’ 
Questions to Be Decided. 

Taking this ae the test of illegality, the 
opinion of the court states: : 

‘“‘ Applying the foregoing definitions of 
the Supreme court to the case in hand, 
the basic question for us to determine 
ig one of fact, namely, whether the union 
ef the several defendant companies in 
the United States Steel corporation preju- 
dices the public interests by unduly re- 
stricting competition or unduly obstruct- 
ing the course of trade."’ 

The court then states that the public 
interests thus prejudiced consists, first, 
of competitors in trade; second, the pur- 
chasing public, and, third, the general 
public. The court states the facts to be 
determined in the present case are: 

“ First, was the Steel corporation, when 
this bill was filed in 1911, prejudicing the 
public interests by unduly restricting 
competition or unduly obstructing the 
course of the steel and iron trade, be- 
tween the states or within foreign na- 
tions? If this question be answered yes, 
the law was then being violated and an 
injunction should issue to restrain present 
and future violations. 


Prejudice of Public Right. 

**Second, did the Steel corporation, 
when it was formed in 1901, either by 
the intent of those forming it, or by the 
inherent nature of that company’s con- 
templated acts, prejudice the public in- 
terests by unduly restricting competition 
or unduly obstructing the course of the 
steel and iron trade, interstate or foreign? 
{if this question be answered yes, then 
the law was violated and the Steel cor- 
poration must be adjudged originally il- 
Jegal. If illegal it must be dissolved, be- 
eause only thus can its inherent nature 
be prevented from continuing to work 
further violations of the statute. 

“On the other hand, if these questions 
are negatived, then the Steel corpora- 
tion should not be dissolved, but per- 
mitted to pursue that usual course of 
trade, which it was the purpose, as we 
have seen, of this statute to protect. It 
will thus be seen that this case is prac- 
tically one of business facts.” 


Gains by Other Concerns. 

Judge Duffington then discusses the 
American trade of the corporation and 
shows that 60 per cent of the steel 
of this country is produced by the 
steel company’s competitors, and that in 
the ten years since it was formed, while 
its business has increased 40 odd per cent, 
that of eight other great steel companies 
has increased much faster. They are 
the Lackawana Steel, which increased 
3 per cent; Republic 90; Colorado Fuel, 
162 per cent; Cambria, 155; Jones & 
Laughlin, 206; La Belle, 463; Indiana 
Steel, 1,495, and Bethlehem increased 
5,779 per cent. In that regard the opinion 
says: 

“Taking up these companies one by 
one, it will be seen that in location, fa- 
cilities, capital, and basic supplies they 
show such fast, present and prospective 
competition as affords just ground for 
concluding that the steel and iron busi- 
ness oO 
deed cannot be monopolized. 

“ For the real test of monopoly is not 
the size of that which is acquired, but 
the trade power of that which is not ac- 
quired.”’ 

After quoting the testimony both of the

steel company’s competitors and of con- 
sumers using its product the court holds: 

“We have carefully and patiently 
-studied the voluminous testimony bear- 
ing on the general course of all branches 
of the steel trade covering the whole time 
the Steel corporation has been engaged in 
such trade. The testimony covers proofs 
by its manufacturing competitors in al] 
branches and also the different classes of 
customers whose trade it and its fellow 
competitors seek. 

“It is apparent that among this latter 
class—that is, the consumers of its prod- 
ucts—we would naturally find evidence of 
any throttling of competition or any un- 
due restraint of the steel trade. Noone 
can read the testimony and fail to be sat- 
isfied that this great body of business 
men, scattered over all parts of the coun- 
try, in keen competition with each other 
in their several lines, is alert in seeing 
that competitive conditions exist between 
the manufacturers of basic steel products 
from whom they buy. 


None Could Fix Prices. 

“And the sworn testimony of these 
men, who are vitally interested in the 
maintenance of real competition between 
the Steel corporation and its manufactur- 
ing competitors, that such real competi- 
tion does exist and has existed during the 
last ten years, cannot but carry a convic~- 
tion that such is the case. 

“A study of the testimony of these men, 
who are close to and vitally interested ob- 
servers of the prices of these products, 
shows that a single large concern by low- 
ering the price of any substantial steel 
product it sells can depress the obtainable 
price. It further shows that the converse 
is not the case—that no single large con- 
cern by raising or even maintaining the 
price of any substantial steel product can 
raise the obtainable price."’ 

The court then discusses the foreign 
trade of the Steel corporation and shows 
that it had been built up not by restrain- 
ing or taking away the trade of others but 
by creating its own. 


Gary Dinner Agreements. 


As to the Gary dinners and the meetings 
of manufacturers subsequent thereto, the 
court says: se 

** Freedom of speech and freedom of in- 
dividual action are justly prized in Amer- 
ican society, and no legislation forbids 
men to come together and speak freely to 
each other about every detail of their 
common busimess. And if each individual 
should choose to announce at such a meet- 
ing the price he intends to charge for his 
wares, we are aware of no law that for- 


approach debatable ground, for an indi- 
vidual is permitted to do some things that 
are denied to an association of individ- 
uals. 

“To our minds, the testimony makes 
the conclusion inevitable that the result 
of these meetings was an understanding 
about prices that was equivalent to an 
agreement. We have no doubt that 
many, probably most, of the participants 
understood and assented to the view, that 
they were under some kind of an obliga- 
tion to adhere to the prices that had been 
announced or declared as the general 
semse of the meeting. We cannot 
doubt that such an arrangement amounts 
to a combination or common action for- 
bidden by law. ; 

“But the period of codperation passed 
away before the bill was filed and, as far 
as we can see, it is not likely to be re- 
peated. We co not think the Gary move- 
ment would justixsy us in imposing so 
drastic a penalty as the dissolution of the 
corporation, but we will, if the govern- 
ment moves for such action, retain the 
bill for the purpose of restraining any 
similar movement by the defendants that 
might be contemplated hereafter.”’ 


Surprise to Capital. 
Washington, VD. C., June 3.—Distinct 
surprise was evident at the department of 
justice and in government circles gener- 
ally today when news came that the fed- 
eral Circuit Court of Appeals at Trenton 
had dismissed the government's suit for

Attorney General Gregory, after a 
lengthy conference with G. C. Todd, his 
assistant in charge of trust prosecutions, 
declined to make a statement as to the 
next move of the government in the case. 

It was generally believed, however, that 
an effort would be made to carry the suit, 
regarded as probably the most important 
ever brought under the Sherman law, to 
the Supreme court. The general practice 
of the government has been to pursue all 
such cases to a final judgment in the court 
of last resort. 


Decision Pleases Gary. 

New York, June 3.—Chairman Elbert 
H. Gary and other officials and director 
of the United States Steel corporation 
made no effort to conceal their gratifica- 
tion at the outcome of the case. Mr. 
Gary, however, made only brief comment 
on the decision, saying that he would have 
to weigh it fromevery angle before speak- 
ing atlength. He said: . 

“‘T am very much gratified. I feel 
that this decision approves the genera! 
policy of the Steel corporation. It should 
have a great and good effect upon busi- 
ness conditions throughout this country.”

Washington, D. C., June 3.—General 
business and banking conditions through- 
out the country as observed by the federal 
reserve agents of the twelve regional 
banke are set forth in the monthly bulle- 
tin of the federal reserve board, issued 
today. Improvement was reported by 
most of the agents, while others noted 
that the demand from Europe for war 
supplies was keeping many industries 
busy. 

Chicago reported improvement in gen- 
eral conditions.

BLAME FOR BIG

- BY MRS, YOUNG

Founded Upon Fact, She In- 
timates In Statement. 


Mrs. Elia Flagg Young yesterday made 
a reply to the address of William Roth- 
mann before the Association of Com- 
mInerce on Wednesday. She refuted prac- 
tically every statement of his which was 
used in the mewspaper stories. 


She “Pulls the Records.”

Rothmann is that $1,000,000 of the $1, 250,-

We understand that various individuals and 
organizations are trying to make teachers be- 
feve that it was through their influence that 
these salary advances were secured.

In 
granting these salary increases this board was 
actuated solely and exclusively by apprecia- 
tion for the services of the teaching force 
and by the fact that we found ourselves in 
possession of sufficient money to meet the in- 
creased schedules.

CRUSADE SPURS 
POCTORS TO TELL 
OF ABORTIONS 


Coroner’s Office Gets Average 
of Report a Day Since 
the Expose. 


A partial inquest held yesterday on the 
goath of Mrs. Nellie Slow, wife of @ sa- 
\eonkeeper at 901 South Kedzie avenue, 
disclosed the third abortion victim in as 
many days, and caused Coroner Hoffman 
to increase his estimate of the number 
of criminal! operations performed in Chi- 
cago annually. 

At the beginning of the crusade against 
abortionists Coroner Hoffman aid: 
Whenever we hear of a case it is a 
mere accident, and whatever tips we pro- 
cure develop from neighborhood gossip.” 

The coroner's official record was twen- 
tyfour abortion cases for the first five 
months of the year. The record for June 
has been one for every day, and the re- 
ports are not “‘ mere accidents.” 

In the Slow case the coroner's office 
was notified of the woman's condition 
ghile she still lived. A representative of 
the office made a futile attempt to get an 
ante-mortem statement, She was too 
pear death to talk. As further illustrat- 
ing the change that has come over physi- 
cians and hospitals, it is pointed out that, 
one hospital refused to accept an abor- 
tion case for a needed second operation 
until the police were conversant with all 


operation. 


Husband Blames Wife Alone. 

Keeran J. Slow, husband of the latest 
victim, and Mrs. Catherine Dwyer, her 
mother, gave testimony to indicate that 
Mrs. Slow was solely responsible for her 
death. But when a couple of medical ex- 
perts testified that Mrs. Slow could not 
have performed the operation as indi- 
cated, Deputy Coroner Charles F. Ken- 
nedy decided that the case required fur- 
ther investigation, and he continued the 
inquest until June 16. 

It was shown that Mrs. Slow visited a 
little Ilinois town about two weeks ago, 
just before she began suffering from the 
operation. Coroner Hoffman's investi- 
gators will attempt to ascertain if an one 
in that town can throw light on the case. 

Mrs. Slow died at St. Anthony's hos- 
pital, where she was taken on Tuesday. 
Dr. J. E. Stanton discovered her true ail- 
ment and notified the coroner's office. 
Coroner's Physician W. H. Burmeister 
performed an autopsy and found that the 
ebortion was caused by some blunt in- 
etrument. 


Expect to Convict Shavers. 

Coroner Hoffman and Assistant State’s 
Attorney Charles Center Case both 
claimed additional information which 
they believe will insure the conviction of 
Dr. Eva S. Shaver, her son, Clarence W. 
Shaver, and their roomer, Willis C. Har- 
vey, for murder and abortion in con- 
nection with the death of Anna Johnson at 
the Shaver residence, 1120 Sedgwick 
Street, last week. 

Marshail Hostetler, the slain girl's 
sweetheart, one of the parties to the 
@rrangements for the abortion, wiil be 
given his freedom when arraigned on the 
charge of being an accessory this morn- 
ing, Mr. Case said, if State’s Attorney 
Hoyne approves the plan. 


Shavers Want Freedom. 
Attorney Irwin R. Hazen, counsel for 


the Shavers, and Assistant State’s Attor- 
hey William H. Duval presented to Judge 
Dever a transcript of the coroner's min-! 
utes with a view of having the court de- 
termine if the defendants should be re- | 
leased on bail. Judge Dever could not 
Stop the trial before him to consider the 
case then, but promised to read the testi- 
mony iast night and hear arguments on 
the question this morning. 

Mr! Hazen stated that the grand Jury 
vote on the indictments was close, his 
information being that the ballot stood 
12 for true bills and 11 for ignored bills. 


Open Verdict in Old Case. 
Another “ open ‘verdict ’’ was returned 
in an old abortion case that has been 
pending before the coroner. This victim 
Was Mrs. Ida Kleinschmidt, 37 years old, 
wife of Henry Kleinschmidt. She died at 
her residence, 4049 South Halsted street, 


on March 31. 

Coroner's Physician Joseph Springer, 
who held the autopsy, testified to the 
abortion. Mrs. Helen Dugdale, a midwife 
at 62066 South Western avenue, testified 
she was called to the Kleinschmidt resi- 
dence, but refused to have anything to do 
with the case because an operation had 
been performed. 

The jury found that “Mrs. Klein- 
Schmidt died from an illegal operation 
Performed by herself or some person un- 
known to the jury.”

The 
treatment is both local and general. The 
bulletin adds: 

“In the matter of preventing mouth 
disease it is important that the moutb be 
cleaned several times a day, and that @ 
dentist be visited frequently to remove 
tartar and the yellowish matter which ac- 
cumulates along the inner edges of the 
teeth and between the teeth. This is par- 
ticularly important in the case of chil-
